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NEH Grant Continues Library Project 


An additional $18,570 has been 
awarded to the ANS by the National 
Endowment for the Humanities, ena- 
bling the library staff to continue its 
revision of the subject headings in the 
card catalogue and its preparation of a 
“List of Subject Headings for Special- 
ized Collections in Numismatics.’’ The 
project, conceived and directed by 
Society Librarian Francis Campbell, has 
been under way since July 1978. The 
renewal grant, which raises the NEH 
commitment to this project to $48,900, 
provides funding through the comple- 
tion of the work in December 1983. 

Since starting on this large scale 
subject revision effort, the Library staff 
has compiled an unedited list of 9,751 
subject headings as found in the card 
catalogue, edited some 1,500 headings, 
and corrected more than 28,000 cata- 
logue cards, all of which have been 
returned to the catalogue trays. Editing 
of the subject headings has been carried 


out by Campbell and Margaret D’Am- 
brosio, Associate Librarian, while cor- 
rection and refiling of cards has been 
the duty of Herbert Harris, Project 
Clerical Assistant. 


Improvement Already Apparent 


Although far from complete, the 
revision process, is already proving 
useful to both library staff and readers 
in that cataloguing is more consistent 
and the specificity and accuracy of 
headings is being improved. For exam- 
ple, in revising the section on Belgium 
all headings which dealt with coinage in 
that geographical area prior to 1830 had 
to be changed, since Belgium only came 
into existence in 1830. Therefore, much 
of the material previously catalogued 
under the heading Belguim will now be 
found under headings such as Brabant, 
Hainaut, Liege, Namur, and Nether- 
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TRAVEL LEAVES GRANTED 
BATES, HOUSTON 


The Society’s Council has granted 
leaves of absence to ANS curators 
Michael Bates and Rose Chan Houston 
permitting them to travel abroad this 
fall. 

Bates, the ANS Curator of Islamic 
Coins, will be returning to the archaco- 
logical excavation site at Fustat, the 
mediaeval predecessor of the city of 
Cairo, Egypt. He spent the 1978 season 
there as resident numismatist, report- 
ing on his experiences in the Winter 
1979 ANSNewsletter. 

George Scanlon of the American 
University in Cairo will serve again this 
year as Director of the excavation. The 
project, which began in 1964, is 
sponsored by the American Research 
Center in Egypt and is funded by the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Bates will be at Fustat during 
September and October and in that time 
expects to catalogue finds from past 
seasons as well as current discoveries, 
in preparation for eventual publication 
of the final excavation report. 

This year, as well as in 1978, 
members of the Standing Committee on 
Islamic and South Asian Coins have 
contributed toward the expenses of the 
excavation, in return for which the 
Society receives a portion of the 
registered finds. Information on these 
accessions was published by Bates in 
our 1979 Annual Report. 


Houston to China 


Rose Houston, Associate Curator of 
Far Eastern Coins, will be away from 
September 6 through October 17, 
combining vacation with research while 
participating in an archaeological tour of 
the People’s Republic of China, spon- 
sored by the Dallas Museum of Fine 
Arts. She will be accompanying Society 
President Harry W. Bass, Jr., on this 
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ANS Graduate Seminar Concludes 


The 28th annual Graduate Seminar 
was held at the museum from June 10 to 
August 9. The seminar brings together 
students of varying age, background 
and interests. They share information 
both on specialized topics and more 
generally applicable numismatic metho- 
dologies under the supervision of the 
Society’s curatorial staff, outside lectur- 
ers and a Visiting Scholar. 

This year’s Visiting Scholar was 
Bernhard Overbeck, Senior Curator at 
the Staatliche Minzsammlung, Munich. 
Overbeck specializes in coinage of the 
Roman and Celtic worlds. Celtic coinage 
is little studied in the United States, and 
Overbeck shared his expertise not only 
with the Seminar but with the New York 
Numismatic Club in July. In addition to 
the roster of speakers reported in the 
Spring issue of the Newsletter, the 
Society enjoyed a surprise visit from Jan 
H. Nordbe of Oslo, who gave a 
presentation on the coinage of ancient 
Cnidus. 

The topics pursued by the students 
varied widely, extending from the fifth 
century B.C. to the fifteenth century 
A.D. and from Scandinavia to Central 
Asia. A summary of each student’s 
seminar research project is as follows. 

Robert G. Bagnall tackled the “‘Wres- 
tlers and Slinger’ silver coinage of 
Aspendus. A die study suggested 
virtually continuous coinage from the 
late fifth century through the beginning 
of the third, but the absence of reverse 
links left the arrangement tentative. 

Mark C. Bartusis studied a group of 
Byzantine lead seals in the ANS, tracing 
the iconographic and epigraphic devel- 
opment of the military saint motif. In 
the course of his investigation he 
discovered several significant and un- 
published specimens. 

Mark E. Clark studied the occurrence 
of Spes as a coin type from Augustus 
through the Christian emperors, tracing 
the development of the concept both as 
divinity and imperial virtue. His study 
will comprise two chapters in his 
doctoral dissertation. 

Sallie S. Fried carried out a die study 
of the autonomous silver staters of 
Corcyra of the fifth and fourth centuries 
B.C. subdividing the coinage into four 
major groups; three of them are die 
linked. These links and an essentially 
uninterrupted stylistic progression sug- 
gest that the coinage was virtually 
continuous from ca. 510/500 through 
the fourth century. 
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Fiscal 1981 Operating Budget Approved 


The Council of the Society, at its July 
18 meeting, voted acceptance of the 
Operating Budget presented by the 
Finance Committee for the Society’s 
next fiscal year beginning October 1. 

Operating expenses for the coming 
year are estimated at $724,365, which is 
$40,500 or 6 percent over the present 
year. Employee salaries, benefits and 
related taxes constitute 72.5 percent of 
the total, providing for 27 full time staff 
members plus various part time and 
work study aides drawn from local 
universities. 

Security and insurance costs for fiscal 
1981 are estimated at $30,490; plant 
expenses, $41,340, reflecting further 
increases in the cost of energy. General 
support (including supplies, travel, 
attorney and audit fees, postage and 
telephone) totals $65,250 in the ap- 
proved budget; fees for the manage- 
ment and safekeeping of the Society’s 
invested endowment are estimated at 
$27,700. Educational activity expenses 
charged to the Operating Budget will 
aggregate $34,520 of which $5,750 will 
be reimbursed through a federal grant.

MARTIN AWARDED Ph.D. 


Marie Martin, who joined the Socie- 
ty’s staff one year ago as Assistant 
Editor, has been awarded the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy from The Universi- 
ty of Michigan. A specialist in South 
Asian history, Martin’s dissertation 
treats “‘Bahmani Coinage, and Deccani 
and North Indian Metrological and 
Monetary Considerations, 1200-1600. 

Having done field research in India 
focusing on the Bahmani dynasty, 
Martin was a Graduate Seminar student 
in 1978. Her dissertation grew out of her 
analysis of the distinctive weights at 
which Bahmani copper coins were 
issued and the monetary implications of 
those weights. 

For comparative purposes, Martin 
began work on a medieaval treatise on 
Khaiji coinage, demonstrating that the 
sultanate billon coinage of that period 
was actually a fractional silver coinage 
inssued in several different denomina- 
tions and establishing that the word 
gant indicates value and is not a weight 
as previously believed. Finally, she 
compared nearly four centuries of 
Islamicate coinage in the Deccan and 
Delhi area, culminating with the re- 
forms initiated by Akbar. 


mated at $585,000, down from the 
current year, reflecting the decision of 
the Society's Finance Committee to shift 
a significant portion of the Society's 
invested endowment out of interest 
bearing securities and into select com- 
mon stocks to realize a greater overall 
return through anticipated appreciation 
in value of the equity holdings. The 
deficit to be met for the next year 
amounts to $139,400. Of this, $11,400 
will be met by funds carried over from 
the present year and $45,000 has been 
set as the Annual Giving goal for next 
year. The remaining $83,000 represents 
use of unrestricted endowment funds. 

The audited financial statement of the 
Society is published each year in the 
Annual Report. 


ANS MEDALS IN CANADIAN 
EXHIBIT 


Four medals from the Society's 
collection are featured in ‘‘The Cove- 
nant Chain: Indian Ceremonial and 
Trade Silver’’ which opened this August 
at the National Museum of Man in 
Ottawa, Canada. From there, the exhib- 
it will travel, over the next three years, 
to six additional Canadian cities, as well 
as Washington, DC, and New York. 

This major exhibit of Indian trade and 
ceremonial silver objects, organized by 
the National Museum of Man, portrays 
the significance of silver as a link 
between native and European cultures. 

Among the earliest artifacts in the 
exhibit are the Society’s medals. Three 
are silver peace medals, one of Charles 
IV of Spain, a unique medal of Louis XV 
altered to George III, and one of 
President James Monroe, dated 1817. 
Also included is a brass medal of the 
Astor American.Fur Trade Company. In 
all, some 300 objects are shown, 
spanning the past three centuries. 


ROSS HOLLOWAY TO SPEAK 


R. Ross Holloway, Professor of Medi- 
terranean Archaeology at Brown Uni- 
versity and a Fellow of the Society, will 
be the guest speaker at the ANS 
Members’ Meeting on October 11, 
1980. His topic for the David M. 
Bullowa Memorial Lecture is ‘‘Alexan- 
der the Great’s Choice of Coin Types.”’ 

Following Georges Le Rider’s recent

NL ROLE TAKEN BY MODERN 
COINAGE COMMITTEE 


The Society's Standing Committee on 
Modern Coinage and Currency met July 
19 in New York. Under the leadership of 
its Chairman, Eric P. Newman, discus- 
sion centered on a proposal that the 
Committee, as an on-going responsibili- 
ty, contribute, in cooperation with the 
Society’s Editor of Numismtic Litera- 
ture, to coverage of U.S. and Canadian 
publications. 

Members of the Committee present, 
in addition to Newman, included Henry 
Grunthal, James A. Haxby, Gene 
Hessler, Hillel Kaslove, and Robert A. 
Vlack. Society staff members in atten- 
dance were Richard Doty, Associate 
Curator of Modern Coins and Secretary 
of the Committee, Elizabeth Carter, 
Editor of NL, and Francis Campbell, 
Librarian. 

Carter outlined the function of NL asa 
bibliographic research tool which pro- 
vides summary information on the 
content of recent books and articles of 
interest to the serious student of 
numismatics. She presented ideas on 
ways to enhance the quality of coverage 
of modern North American subjects 
through the cooperation of Committee 
members. 

Following extensive discussion, the 
Committee agreed to assume a special 
responsibility to work with the Society's 
Editor of NL. Areas of cooperation will 
include renewed commitment on the 
part of the Committee members to 
prepare and forward abstracts of works 
of their own authorship, since author- 
created abstracts are the principal 
source of information published in NL. 
Members also will endeavor to take 
responsibility for abstracting the con- 
tents of journals in ‘their areas of 
expertise to assure complete coverage 
of important North American numisma- 
tic periodicals and avoid duplication of 
effort. Also discussed at the meeting 
was the need to be alert to numismatic 
information appearing in non-numisma- 
tic publications which should be brought 
to the attention of NL’s readership. 

The initial results of the Committee's 
efforts may well be evidenced as early 
as the March 1981 issue of NL.

belongs and where scholars are most 
apt to look for it. Headings in other 
areas have also been changed to 
conform with accepted terminology or to 
provide direct access to subject areas 
where the literature has proliferated. 
Hence, trays of cards bearing the 
heading Mohammedan have been 
changed to Islam and currencies of the 
individual states of the United States 
are now found directly under state name 
rather than as a subdivision of the 
heading United States. 


Concordance Planned 


Throughout the project adherence to 
Library of Congress practice—where 
possible—has been a primary concern. 
A major aim of the project is the 
preparation of a concordance of ANS 
and LC subject headings which will 
provide the Library of Congress and 
other libraries using LC headings with a 
tool for revising and expanding their 
headings. The projects’s Advisory Com- 
mittee has been very helpful in this 
phase of the revision process. Its 
members are Carol A. Mandel, Associ- 
ate Director, Association of Research 
Libraries; Mary Lou Miller, Assistant to 
the Principal Cataloger, Subject Catalo- 
ging Division, Library of Congress; and 
Richard C. Williams, Chief Cataloger, 
The Research Libraries, The New York

SOCIETY WELCOMES WANG 
YUAN-CH’UAN 

Wang Yuan-ch’uan, Chinese histori- 
an and former Society staff member, 
was an unexpected yet most welcome 
visitor to our museum during May. 
Wang is currently in the United States 
on behalf of the People’s Republic of 
China to analyze Chinese studies pro- 
grams at major American universities. 

During the period July 1947 to 
December 1949, Wang served as ANS 
Curator of Far Eastern Coins, a position 
which then remained vacant until Rose 
Chan Houston joined the staff in 
January 1971. Wang decided to return 
home following the establishment of the 
PRC government in October 1949. 
Efforts to communicate with him during 
the intervening 30 years were unsuc- 
cessful. 


Now at Institute 


According to Wang, his direct in- 
volvement in numismatic research 
ended when he left his position at the 
Palace Museum in Beijing in 1955 to 
join the Institute of Historical Research. 
The Institute, a division of the Academy 
of Social Sciences of China, is spon- 
soring his present trip which began in 
March on the west coast and will end in 
late September following visits to 
Harvard and MIT. 


Early Chinese Coinage Author 


Wang Yiian-ch’iian is best known to 
students of Chinese numismatics for his 
scholarly work, Early Chinese Coinage, 
published by the Society in 1951 as 
Numismatic Notes and Monographs no. 
122. The book, which derives for the 
most part from Wang’s research on the 
Society’s exceptional collection of Chi- 
nese coins, has stood during the de- 
cades since its publication as_ the 
definitive work on the monetary systems 
of Chinese antiquity. During his visit

Nearly two years ago, the collection of 
the American Geographical Society was 
moved to the University of Wisconsin at 
Milwaukee. Since then, except for a 
skeleton staff, the property has been 
vacant. Recently, Boricua College ac- 
quired the property. 

Boricua College is an accredited four 
year liberal arts institution currently 
located in rented quarters in Brooklyn 
and Manhattan. Its program is oriented 
toward native Spanish speakers. Bori- 
cua offers a variety of courses, many of 
them at night, for those who need skills 
and training to advance in professions in 
the New York area. By September, the 
College plans to complete renovating 
their new facility and to begin classes. 


Wang commented, “‘All the recent coin 
finds in China only confirmed my 
analyses and theories put forth in my 
book.”’ 

Out of print in the original edition, 
Early Chinese Coinage has just this year 
been reissued by Sanford J. Durst. The 
new edition, with a foreword by 
Houston, resulted from the efforts of the 
Society’s Standing Committee on East

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MEDALS COMMITTEE ACTIVE 


The Society’s Standing Committee on 
Medals and Decorations has turned its 
attention to modern American medals 
with its project of filling in the Society's 
collection of works by recipients of the 
J. Sanford Saltus Medal Award. The 
Saltus Medal is given from time to time 
to a sculptor as recognition for outstand- 
ing achievement in the field of medallic 
art. Through the years, winners have in- 
cluded Victor Brenner, Paul Manship, 
Theodore Spicer-Simson, and, most 
recently, Karen Worth. 

Under the leadership of Chairman T. 
James Luce and Secretary Alan Stahl, 
the Committee is seeking to make the 
Society’s collection of medals by the 30 
award-winning medalists as complete as 
possible. Stahl has done a survey of 
present holdings of works of Saltus 
winners which has been sent to dealers, 
mints, and the artists themselves. So far 
the Society has added by purchase 41 
medals representing the work of a dozen 
recent winners and has received two 
gifts—one from the artist Walker Han- 
cock, the other a medal by Donald 
DeLue from Brookgreen Gardens in 
South Carolina. Especially exciting are 
the offers from several sculptors to do- 
nate to the Society working sketches and 
models of some of their medals. 


New Exhibit Installed 


Mark M. Salton, member of the 
Committee and noted expert on Renais- 
sance medals, has assembled a new 
exhibit of works by Saltus Award 
winners which now hangs on the east 
wall of the West Exhibit Hall. This 
exhibit, twice the size of the previous 
one, emphasizes the diversity of ap- 
poaches to medallic sculpture, ranging 
from art nouveau through the art deco 
medals of the thirties, to the inventively 
personal styles of contemporary artists. 


Inventory Begun 


In another project, the Committee has 
undertaken a detailed inventory of the 
Society’s medals collection, preparatory 
to the planned computerized inventory 
of the entire ANS collection. As medals 
differ from coins in that they must be 
accessible from a wide range of criteria 
(e.g. artist, ruler, subjects), the Com- 
mittee has designed an inventory form 
specifically for medals. This form is now 
being tested, as members of the 
Committee go through sections of the 
collection in their areas of interest and 
fill out the information for each medal.

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Sam I. Gellens began a corpus of the 
silver coinage of the mint of al- AbbAsf- 
ya (Tunisia), 150-84 H./A.D. 767-800. 
By analysis of epigraphy and metrology 
he attempted to demonstrate the wide 
range of issues produced at this active 
and important mint. 

Frank L. Holt prepared for publica- 
tion a catalogue of a hoard of ca. 139 
coins found near Ai-Khanoum, Afghani- 
stan, in 1973-74. Over half the coins 
were issues of Euthydemus I which add 
to the evidence for mints, monograms, 
and chronology. 

Liane R. Houghtalin studied a hoard 
purchased by E. T. Newell at Luxor in 
1908. It consisted of 820 mid-fourth 
century AE3 and AE4 and was probably 
deposited ca. 355. It provided the basis 
fora comparative study. §_* +roughly 
contemporary Egyptianh .s. 

Barry R. Katz studied the fate second 
and early first century coinage of the 
Roman Republic, reinterpreting several 
issues. Hypotheses concerning the ap- 
pearance of Apollo and Saturn as coin 
types and naval symbolism in the 
coinage of the dominatio Cinnae were 
examined and largely rejected. 

Linda Komaroff’s study focused on 
the mints of Samarkand and Herat, the 
first and last Timurid capitals. Epi- 
graphic analysis demonstrated the de- 
velopment of a standardized Timurid 
issue beginning in the reign of Shah 
Rukh (807-50 H.) and corroborated a 
proposed coinage reform under him. In 
the time of Abu Sa‘id (855-73) a cursive 
script was introduced. This was further 
developed under subsequent Timurid 
rulers and continued without change in 
the early Herat issues of the Shaybanid 
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and Safavid dynasties. 

Miltiades H. Pappas undertook publi- 
cation of the Armenak hoard, a major 
portion of which was purchased by E.T. 
Newell .in 1927. He succeeded in 
locating the findspot (modern Ermenek 
in Turkey) and settled upon a burial 
date of the mid-270s B.C. The hoard 
may be connected with Antiochus I’s 
crossing the Taurus en route to his 
encounter with Ptolemy II in Coele- 
Syria. 

Deborah J. Shepherd studied hoard, 
find and other archaeological evidence 
in an attempt to determine the minting 
authority, the date, and the purpose of 
bracteate issues of Norway produced 
between 1150 and 1250. The earlier 
types are strikingly similar in style and 
are usually made up of single letters or 
simple geometric designs. 

John A. Walsh studied the bronze 
imperial coinage of selected mints on 
the west coast of the Black Sea. His 
paper sheds light on the system of 
denominations used in the provinces, 
and provides a clearer understanding of 
the rights granted to Greek cities to 
issue their own money. 


(Houston continued from page 1) 
trip which includes site visits to seven 
ancient Chinese centers. 

Houston and Bass also expect to meet 
with Chinese mint officials in Beijing to 
explore areas of mutual concern and 
cooperation in numismatic research and 
reporting. The Society has been encour- 
aged in this regard by the correspon- 
dence which Houston and other mem- 
bers of the Standing Committee on East 
Asian Coins have had with their 
colleagues in the PRC. 
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
